The coiiiuiitlee ^111 the civil aorvice hav- 
ing beon compriaeil of niombers from both 
sides of tho h(iii!ie,c:uinot be conaiderodas 
ropresenling any i>articular party or fac- 
tion; their report should therefore be 
lonked iipiiii H9 emanating from niiiuls 
iiciiher iiifliioiiced'by party iinr pn^jiiilicL'J 
to Hii opinion through persoiinl motives. 
Such being llio case, tlie unanimous opin- 
ion of tlie report aiiould be ontitlod to the 
favorable conaideration-of the houao when 
in committoei of «i«pplj[!2 /I'he nbcosaity of 
appointing tho conimitteo was quite ob- 
vious from tho fact that party lluctuationa 
had ronderud tlio en>oliiment.s of several 
important oftices so aubjoct to unfavor- 
able changes that the uncertainty of tho 
salaries had a demoralizing toiulency. To 



elicit information from tho various officora 
employed, to ascortaiu tho relative reapon- 
sibiliticH of each, Iho profes.sional and 
clerical labor required, and the various 
qualiticalions necessary for certain posi- 
tions. Tlio changes recommended by the 
committee shoived an evident oonviotfon 
that the pay at present attached to some 
of the ofliccs is insufticieuL to enable tlio 
rooiponts to any inoi'j ihnii live comfort- 
ably with tho strictest economy. Sintjlo 
nioii at the salaries now paid could ."(mvo a 
small sum annually, it is true; but it is a 
precedent upon wliicli a young and healthy 
province .shuuUl lie ashamed to pride it- 
self, to uialco ainyle-blessednoss almost a 
iieccH-'iary law to copo with the impecuni- 
usity of it.s govornniL'iit. In comparing 
tho salaries of olhcials in this province 
with those of New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, tho former are in several capaci- 
ties hotter paid, or to use a more correct 
term, the iiuproprintions ari^ larger. But 
laking into einiaidei-ation the higher rates 
(if wages in liriti.sh Columbia as conipared 
■.vith those of thocaatcrn provinces tho in- 
crease in oQicial salaries is less in propor- 
tion than-ni5y.other;^ealUng. Besides, the 
coat of living in the'^eastern^'portioii of the 
Dominion is at lea.st ;iO per cent, cheaper 
tluiii in Victoria, and m portions of- the 
mainland more tliaii 50 per cent. Talce, 
for instance, a few of the articles of con- 
sumption; Victoria — beef, cents; but- 
ter, average, 38 cents; cffgs, average, S8 
cents; coal, §8 per ton.' ■* New Brunswick 
— beef, 10 cents; butter, 25 cents; eggs, 
• 17 cents; coal, Sr5 to^ill por ton; clotliing, 
I'onts, gas and other taiiiily reiniiaites, ;it 
least '25 pel' cent, less in St. John than in 
Victoria. If, tlieu, the ofllcial stiitl' re- 
ceive less i)ay in Kew Brunswick and No- 
va Scotia, they can live ao much more 
cheaply that tho poaUion is of more pecu- 
niary value in point of saving than in 
llritish Columbia. By extract.s from the 
colonial oHico list for tho year 1S8'_', tho 
following tabular statement is made up, 
showing the salaries correspojnding to 
similar pfllces in Ontario, Quebec and 
British Columbia:

It is also a fact 
that will not be disputed that it costs con- 
siderably more to live in British Colum- 
bin than it does ill Quebec; still the offi- 
cial salaries of the former average per 
cent, lower. Tho ptnvincu of Briti.sh Co- 
lumbia being of .tin-li immense area, and 
the population ao few and scattered, that 
the cost of governmenb-''p'er'capifa is more 
tlian either Quebec or Ontario; the gov- 
ei:hment therefore cannot afford to pay 
largo.salarics but they should, be remunr 
erativo. •The statutes of the eastern pro- 
vinces insoveral instancoa havebeen copied 
by tho late government almoat verbatim 
and applied to this provinco; but in cull- 
ing from their acts and copying their pre- 
cepts, they should have condescended to 
give credit for u more just appreciation 
of tho civil service than tho parsimonious 
policy inaugurated by tho late govern- 
ment. Tho present government make 
their advent with more liberal views, and 
we feel aatisfled that on reviewing the re- 
port, 80 facias J t. relates, to the. salaries of 
subordinate" . p'fficesj "ft will be fairly 
dealt with, while at tho same time- the 
rights of the'provincowillbescrupnlonsly 
guarded.

Monday, April 2, 1883. 
Tho assizes opened at 10:30, there be- 
ing a moderate attendance. Sir M. B. 
Begbie, Hon, Justice Crease and Hon. 
Justice Walkem occupied seats on the 
bench . 

After the usual formalities had been 
gone through the following gentlemen 
were sworn in as the grand jury: Thos. 
Allaop, Jas. Burns, Thos. Charles, Wm. 
Denny, Wm. Fisher, A A. Green, A. B. 
Grey, W. 11. Clarke. Thos, C. Nuttall, 
E. G. Prior, Wm. Wilson, Jos. Wilson, 
W. T. Drake, Rout Harvey, Wm. Jos. 
Jeffrey, David Opponheimer, J. W. Wad- 
hams, M. T. Johnston. — A. A. Green, 
foreman. 

judge's charge. 
The Hon. Justice Walkem addressing 
the grand jury said the calendar this 
term was comparatively light, as there 
were only five prisonera and seven indict- 
menta. The first case was that of Ah 
Foo, Ah Hon, and Ki Chow charged with 
robbing the house of I'ow Kee, a mer- 
chant tailor on Ciu'inorant street, from 
whom ^400 were taken. Hia lordship 
proceeded iu give an outline of the case 
and defined the crime of burglary, and 
stated that there were six counts against 
the three prisunerd in all. The next case 
was that of H. L. Goater who in Novem- 
ber last collected a sum of 82C for his 
employer, R. G. Janion, from Mr. Col- 
lins and gave him a receipt, but it waa 
alleged failed to account to his employer. 
The Canadian statute did not require the 
person who received money to be author- 
ized, all that waa required waa to ahow 
that he was a servant and appropriated 
the money; and under the statute he 
could be charged with either larceny or 
embezzlement. Larceny was a taking 
away, but in the case of embo^zloment all 
that was required was proof that the ac- 
cused was iu the employment of his mas- 
ter at the time. Tho next case was that 
of Olsen alias Englobertaon for the rob- 
bery of 8;!8 from one Richards. In 
connection with the circumstances of thia 
case he would say that if a man found 
820 and kept it without trying to find the 
owner he was stealing. Another case 
was that of Henry Arlington charged 
with wearing a diaguiso in an alley, a 
sand bag being 'found near the place of 
his arrest afterwards. He thought that 
these circumstances would hardly in- 
fluence the grand jury in finding a true 
bill. 

The last case was that of Thos. Monroe 
charged with stoaliiig cattle at Salt Spring 
Island. The first count was cattle steal- 
ing, the second receiving, and the third 
killing cattle. He had little to say about the 
evidence, but any person might conclude 
that animals found wandering around be- 
longed to some one. It waa the wish of 
tho bench that tho caaea be taken in tho 
following order: lat, tho Chineae caae; 
2nd, Arlington, disguise; 3rd, Olaen, rob 
bery; 4th, Goater, embezzlement; 5th, 
Monroe, cattle stealing. 

As many of the grand jury had served, 
in a similar capacity before, it woultl be ' 
unnecessary for tho Chief Justice to ad- 
dress them and he would be glad to hand 
tho cases over to them. 

The grand jury then retired to their 
room. ■• _

gave the alarm. 

Ah Hong corroborated last witness, and 
Constable Lindsay testified to the arrest 
of tho tho three prisonera in a house on 
Cormorant street and finding the purse 
containing the money in the pants pocket 
of one of them named Ki Chow. 

Mr. Harrison briefly addressed the 
jury, aaying that Ah Foo might be 
brought in as an accessory to stealing the 
money.

Tbe Immensity of Its Transaotions.' 

(From The London Globe.) 
In the course of five years tho 
paid notes amount to 77,745,- 
000 in number, and they fill 13,000,- 
400 boxo.9, which, if placed sido by .side, 
wonld roach two and ono-tliird niilos. 
If the notes were placed in a pile tliey 
would reach to a height of five and two 
third niileB, or if joined end to end 
they would form a ribbon r2,4i5 milos 
long. Their .superficial extent is aaid 
to be rather less than that of Hydo 
park. They weigh over OOj tons, and 
their original value was over £1,750,- 
G2G,000. _ The greatest of rogues 
iglit be' inclined to find .soino com- 
fort in tho extent and intricacy in 
such .1 store of old paiier. Of course 
however, tlioy are most sy.stcmatically 
arranged, ami any note of tlu; 77,000,- 
000 may bo pounceil upon with the ut- 
most celerity and precision. At the 
end of five years these old notes are 
thrown into a furnace, specially 'con- 
atructetl for the purpose and burned. 
It is a curious fact, however, that so 
firm in te.xture is the paper of a gen- 
uine bank of England note, that burn- 
ing alone can hardly destroy it. The 
authorities have in a littlt; ghued frame 
the rem&ins'of a r.ote which was in the 
great fire in Chicago. Though com- 
plotely charred and black, the paper 
still holds together, and the printing of 
tho note ie paid to be sufliciently legi- 
ble to establish its genuineness aiid to 
warrant its being cashed. 

There are some other notes here which 
were ca.shed after having gone down 
witli the Eurydice a few years ago and 
reduced to little better than pulp. In- 
lojd the Bcrapa and fragments which 
gometiines go into the bank to-be cash- 
ed have a really ridiculous appearance. 
On tlie occasion of a recent visit, for 
instance, tho otlicials had under exam- 
ination a number of fragments of dis- 
colored i)aper, none much bigger than 
sixpence, and when put together 
presenting to the unskilled eye not the 
slightest reseml)lance to a note. And 
yet it was pretty confidentially assert- 
ed that the paper would be ca.shed. It 
is beneath the dignity of the Bank of 
England to take, or appear to take, 
advantage of accidents to their notes, 
and if there is any possibility of estab- 
lishing tho identity of any ono of 
them, it is duly honored. Even where 
a note ia entirely destroyed, proper 
e\'idence of the fact of destruction will 
be accepted and payment made. A 
lost note will in some cases be paid, 
and there is one occasion recordeil uj)- 
on which the liberal attitude of the di- 
rectors iu ft case of thia kind involved 
them in a lo:<s of X30,000. A bank 
director declared that he bad lost a 
note for that amount, and upon his 
giving a,n indemnity for the sum in 
the event of ' the note ever turning up, 
the money was paid to him. Many 
years after his deatii an unknown per- 
son presented the uiiBsing note. The 
paper waa undeniably good, and the 
bank had no alternative but to cash it, 
as it was paj'able to bearer on demand 
and as the heirs of the bank director 
who bad lost it^ropiidiat^d all liability, 
the money ■couldinot'-lie recovered.

There are rumours of many changes 
in at; least three leading newspapers of'' 
Loifdo^' ^saya a correspondent of tK^ 
New Yorit Tribune. When Mr. Che^ 
nery was made editor of the Tinies, 
to the aniazonieiit of the journalistic 
world, Mr. Frederick Clifford, a tory, 
who lias been' , tyeBty-fi*:<};'ye% 
the staflF, was instaUeU aa- 'dry 
nurse to Mr. Cbehery wh(»e waaiing 
practical acquafiptancG with' politcB 
and politicians was known ev- 
en to I\Ir. Walter. Various inconven- 
iences resulted from this arrangement; 
among others, the fact that^ar joumat, 
nominally independent, with semi-liB- ' 
oral leanings, was loft at critical mom- 
enta under the guidance of a conserva- 
tive. Mr. Chenery showed .ittle dis- 
po.sitioii to enforce hia own views when 
he had any, and I\Ir. Cliflford was the 
po w er beh 1 nd tCe throne', except whe& 
it suited Mr. Walter himself to ' play 
that role. But now Mr Clifford has 
been forced by ill health to resign, and 
the paper is nuuo helplessly adrift 
tiian ever. 

Jlr. Buckle ia mentioned aa Mr. 
Cliftbrd's successor. Mr. Buckle is a 
young Oxford radical whom Mr. Wal- 
ter discovered less than two years ago; 
able, they say, and full of promise, but 
with none of that training in journal- 
ism, which in every ollice but that of 
tiio Tillies is deemed indispensable to a 
man who has anything to do with 
managing. Meanwhile the editorship, 
or the real Gontrol and conduct of the 
leading journal of Europe' may be said 
to be in commission. The result of 
the chaos existing in the office has been 
that for two or three years its foreign, 
policy has been largely dictated from i 
Paris by M. de Blowitz. 
• That enterprising correspondent is 
the partisan and often the ' instrument 
cf the clerical and n • larchical reaction 
in France. He ia a Bohemian Jew, 
who has turned Catholic, and ia the 
steady, though always open, enemy of 
the republic. Mr. Chenery, having 
little knowledge of continental affairs, 
and apparently less interested in theni, ' 
has allowed M. de Blowitz to use the 
Times as a vehicle for ideas and 
schemes totally repugnant to English 
liberals and to Englishmen in general, 
for Englishmen, however conservative 
tliey may be, are iio partisans' of iJliari 
cal supremacy in the states Tbis is ft 
deplorable eou-Jitioii for such a journal 
to fall into, but I can see no signs of 
any real reforms in its management. 
Mr. Walters i.s said to be content so 
long as the revenue of tho paper does 
not decrease. There have been very 
positive statements that the circulation 
had gone down to a very low point. 
These seem to be premature. So' 'late- 
ly as last summer tho number of copies 
printed daily had not fallen much be- 
low GO, 000. Prolialily at no time has 
the eii'onlfttion of tho Times reached 
70,000, The troubles in the printing 
oflice are making jes.9,'npi8^ than they 
did, but I hear that the men ' in all 'de^^^^ 
partments are grumbling, and tliat th'e 
intepnal/econoiuy of the pfGce is bad- 
parsimony here , and 'wastefulness . 
there. - - " 1 . »->■ v
